BROOKLYN IN MOURNING. 



A FAREWELL TO THE REMAINS OF THE 
LATE HEK'IV WARD BEECHSR. 



Plymouth Chnreh Crawded to Its I'tmost. 
Capaolty of Attendance an the Fnneral 

Ceremonies » The Floral Deeoratlens. 
I>i'aplng of Publle Bolldings. 

Brooklyn, N. Y., March 11.— A moif pro- 
pitious day could not have been than thnt 
which dawned upon Brookl.TU t»day. The 
montin^ bitike with a clear sky atid a bright 
siin. It was to Ih" a gene al holi.j.iv in 
Brooklyn. Siio was to formally bury tiie rt^ 
mains of her grsateit citiasD, Rev. Henry 
■Ward Beecher, 

The remains of the great preacher of i'ly- 
mouth church lay in state throughout the 
night iH'fore the pulpit ho liu<l oci'upieil so 
long, anil from i^hicb his well known tdo- 
qiience anil words of wiadom hail poured to 
the multitudes that have assembled in the 
famous cliurch. The silent ti-eod of the giiai'd 
of ly)nor and the tramping of tht; |*atrol ou - 
side were the only soutids that had disturUvl 
the death-like silence about the church. 

Soon after daybreak, however, the pettpla 
of BrtMiklyn were busy with the decoration 
of their houm-s and places of businei<.s. Flags 
were placed at half-mast on all of the public 
buildings and 'on nearly all the btisiness 
houaea throughout tbe dty. At the requc-t 
of Miuror Whitney, the prtndpal busim ss 
places wore dused from 10:31) a. m. until after 
the close of the services at Plymouth chun*b. 
Long lief ore the hour appointed for the open- 
ing of the doors of the church, a large crowd 
had gathered about the Orange street en- 
trance. None were admitted but thooe hold- 
iug tickets. 

At preciaaly 9:S0 o'dock the doors were 
thrown open and two stalwart poli6emen sta- 
tioned at dther aida. In little more than half 
aa hour alt aeats were talcen, except thoee re* 
■erred for the dergy and invited guests. Tbe 
decorationa about the pulpit had be«m largely 
added to until it waa literally oovered with 
flowera, and prseented the appearance of a 
gigantic flower bed. Not an inch of crepe 
could be seen in any part of the chnreh. 

Tbe flr^t eight pews to the right of tbe pul- 
pit, were occupied by forty deigymen of thia 
city and New York, all fervent admirers of 
the dead pastor. Shortly after lU o'chn-k 
Rev. Dr. McOlynn, of New York, wa^ 
ushered to a sent directly behind the Pmtes* 
tent clergy ineu, and almost at the sa. ne mo- 
ment PresidiHt Oleana, of the Brooklyn 
board of aldermen, came in, escortiug Lieu- 
tenant Cloveruor Jones, Hpeaker Uusteil, aud 
the members of the legislative committee. 
Henry lieorge soon followe<l and was given a 
seat next to Lieuteiiatit Ui>ver:ior Jones. 
United Htates Senator William M. Evarts 
was theu si-atei immediatel ybehind Mr. 
George^ 

When all of the seats which had been re- 

serveil for invit.'d guests hod been tilled CoL 
Fackner, of th > I'hirteenth regiment, and 
stair were seated ill tlie middle aisle. To the 
left of the pulpit three pews had been re- 
s<-rved for the family. These were ot-cnpied 
by the two brothers of the deceased. Rev. 
Edw ard an I Chiu'les, and a number of more 
distant ivlatives. Mrs. B<>echer was not 
pnwt'iil. Jii.la.stlie s rviivs were about to 
l>'gin a sliat I of sitnli.;lit falling on a pilhiw 
of lloweis on the |i;il|iit lirarin'g the words. 
"The I'ririid and Champion of the Slave, ' 
iiiaile a beautiful nicfuie. I'romptly at 10:-.o 
Dr. Hall, vest<.sl w iili surplice and and stole, 
slowly asreii led to the plati'oriii, accoiiij 1 
iiied by Dr. H.Uliday, and the two UKik the.r 
plai'CA at the pulpit.
